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ICE  CRE/I4  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  July  was  estimated  at 

78.260.000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  U percent  larger 
than  Loth  that  of  July  I962  and  the  1957-81  average  for  the  month.  This  month’s 
output  -w'as  the  third  largest  on  record  for  July  and  was  only  1 percent  less  than 

' that  of  July  1959^  which  was  the  greatest  since  the  abnorr.ially  high  production  of 
July  19^^6.  From  June  to  July,  production  gained  9 percent,  compared  with  6 percent 
between  these  months  both  last  year  and  the  average  of  the  1957-81  period.  July 
temperatures  averaged  normal  or  above  in  a large  area  from  eastern  Montana  to 
northwestern  Michigan  on  the  northern  border,  extending  irregularly  to  .‘Arizona  and 
Louisiana;  also  in  southern  Florida  and  the  North  Atlantic  States  from  New  Jersey  to 
Maine.  Tlie  remainder  of  the  country  was  cooler  than  non.ial. 

The  nillcfat  content  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  averaged 

11.0  percent  in  July,  the  same  as  in  July  I962.  This  was  slightly  lower  than  the 
average  of  11.1  percent  in  January  of  this  year. 

Compared  with  July  last  year,  ice  cream  production  was  larger  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  2 percent  smaller.  Increases  ranged  from  3 
percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States  to  12.  percent  in  the  Lest  North  Central. 

A 4-percent  gain  vras  shovm  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.  Output  was  5 percent  more 
in  all  the  remaining  regions . Production  was  2 percent  less  in  New  York,  but  was  J 
percent  more  in  both  Pennsylvania  and  California. 

Compared  with  the  1957-81  July  average,  production  ^;as  more  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  2 percent  less.  Gains  by  regions  varied  from 
2 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  to  15  percent  in  the  Uest  North  Central.  Pro- 
duction vas  6 percent  larger  both  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  the  Pacific, 

Other  increases  were  3 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  10  percent  in  the 
Mountain.  Output  was  up  1 percent  in  New  York,  4 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  5 
percent  in  California.

Production  of  ice  millc  in  the  United  States  during  July  was  estimated  at 
25; 330^ 000  gallons;  the  Crop  Peporting  Board  reports.  Ihis  was  3 percent  larger 
than  in  July  I962  and  kO  percent  greater  than  the  I957-6I  average  for  the  month. 
Output  totaled  Il6;l60;000  gal3.ons  the  first  7 months  of  this  year  - up  2 percent 
from  the  corresponding  period  in  I962  and  44  percent  from  the  average  of  these 
months  in  the  preceding  five  years. 

Ice  milk  production  advanced  I3  percent  from  June  to  July,  lliis  compares  \/ith 
7 percent  between  these  months  in  I962  and  9 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-el 
period.  Seasonal  gains  were  recorded  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Production  decreased  from  July  a year  ago  in  the  vJest  Noi'th  Central  Region  and 
in  the  Uest.  Increases  occurred  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.  The  gain  wan 
substantial  in  the  East  North  Central  Region.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils  other 
than  millcfat  in  the  United  States  during  July  vas  estimated  at  5^615,000  gallons,  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  vas  5 percent  less  than  in  July  I962,  but  I5  per- 
cent more  than  the  1957-^1  average  for  the  month.  The  January-July  total  vas  2 per- 
cent smaller  than  the  7-inonth  total  a year  earlier,  but  21  percent  larger  than  the 
5 -year  average. 

Mellorine  output  gained  9 percent  from  June  to  July,  compared  vith  6 percent  at 
this  time-  h year  earlier  and  4 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-^1  period.  Pro- 
duction advanced  seasonally  in  all  important  states  except  Alabama,  Arkansas,  and 
South  Carolina.  Compared  vith  July  I962,  output  increased  in  Missouri,  Arizona, 
Nevada  and  Oregon.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  Mellorine -producing  states.

U.S.  production  of  vater  ices  during  July  vas  6,235^000  gallons  - I6  percent 
larger  than  in  July  I962  and  I5  percent  more  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month. 
Output  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year,  totaling  23,520,000  gallons,  vas  only 
fractionally  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1962,vhile  6 percent  greater 
than  the  5 -year  average.  The  sharp  increase  from  June  to  July  this  y'ear  of  17  per- 
cent, comp)ares  vith  losses  of  k percent  betveen  these  months  in  I962  and  2 percent 
on  the  avci-age  in  the  preceding  5 -year  period. 

Compo.rcd  vith  July  I962,  vater  ice  production  increased  in  all  regions  except 
the  South  Central,  vhere  it  decreased.  Gains  vere  sharp  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region,  the  East  North  Central  and  the  Uest  North  Central.
